Truman Urges Speaker Be in 
Presidency Succession Line 

WASHINGTON, June 19 (/Pj— President Truman recommended legislation toiliiy placing 
the .spcnker of the liouse fir.it in order of aucccssion to the presidency in case of viicuncic.i in 
both the presidency and vice-preaidency. 

In a mo-isage to congress, the President said the question of succession "h of great im- 
portance LOW because there wil! bo no elected vice-president for almost four years." 

Truman, wiio entered the White House from the vice-presidency on the deatli of Roose- 
velt, .said tho existing succession law, enacted in 188G, provides for members of the cabinet 
to take over the preeidoncy in 
the event that neither tiic 
elected President nor vice- 
pre.iident can serve. 

The order of succe.'isioii in 
secretaries of .state, trca.sury 
and war, attorney general, 
postmaster general, secretar- 
icM of navy and interior. 

Pointing out that each of tlicsc 
cabinet jncmbcra U nppolnted by 
the Prc.^lilcnl, Truman said It nov,' 
lies within his poa-cr to nominate 
his Immediate auccesior "In the 
;vcnl ot niy onn death or InabllHy 
;o net," addlnn 

"I do not believe Uiat In a. democ- 
racy Uili iMwrr should rest with 
Jic chief executive. Insofar as pos- 
.iblc. the office of the Ptcfldent 
ihould be rilled by an elccltve ol-

GUAM, June 19 (/F}—Tha V. S. 10th army broke all plan- 
ned restitancc on aouthem Okinawa and drove today toward 
imminent, final victory to avenge the death of its commander 
on the field of battle. 

Shortly before he fell mortally wounded yesterday, Lieut 
Gen. Simon Buckner declared that with two dry days ha 
could "cut them to pieces" and a field dispatch reported that 
task row was accomplished. 

_ Buckner had held back a surpriae, the second marine di- 
vision, and those veterans of Tarawa and Saipan roared into 
the Okinawa battle for the first time, crushing in the enemy's 
west flank. 

Only hour.'! before a Japanese shell fragment struck Buck- 
ner, the final aa.sault hit its full momentum and while Adm. 
Lhcster W. Nimitz did not proclaim the campaign ended he 
asserted the day of Buckner's death was the day of victory. 

Tho mauled remains of a 
Japanese garrison that num-' 
bered at least 85,000 when the 
invasion struck 80 days ago 
have been herded into hardly 
more than six square miles of 
the southern tip. 

They havB been swept from moot 
of Yaeju plateau, bulwark of their 
lost line ot defense, aad with their 
backs to tha sea held positions three 
mllei wide and nowhere rsoro than 
two and a half milaa deep.

IS TVA A SUCCESS? 

The federal government, aa wc all know, Is 
tumlne on the pressure In various regions of 
Iho United States In Its attempt to establish 
Bo-cniled "'valley authorities." To slrenEthcn 
Its arguments, it points to the Tennessee Val- 
ley authority as an outstanding example of 
HUccesstul operation by such lederally-con- 
trolled projects. 

Right now, most ot this federal pressure Is 
being turned on the people llvljig In the Mis- 
souri and Columbia river valleys. In which 
the government seek.'! to establish "authori- 
ties" which would have power almost beyond 
the limits of Individual comprehension. 

In this connection, A. J. May of Kentucky, 
chairman of the military affairs committee of 
the house of representatives, made some high- 
ly Interesting remarks recently. 

"My purpose In appearing here (before the 
military affairs committee)," said Chairman 
. May, "Is to present a factual challenge to the 
assumption that the Tennessee Valley author- 
ity is, has, or ever will bo a success. I shall 
prove that the TVA is a failure." 

Then he went on to say that the bill cre- 
ating the TVA never would have been passed 
by congress In tho first place bvit for the gor- 
BC0U5 promises that the turbulent Tennessee 
river at lost would be harnasscd and con- 
trolled against rampaging floods. The threat- 
ened damage to the city of Chattanooga par- 
ticularly, he said, was painted In fearful col- 
ors. 

But now the vast network of TVA dams, 2! 
In all. Is virtually completed, and, according 
to Chairman May, It has failed of Its purpose. 
The river's natural channel has been filled 
with reservoirs of water held back to gcneralG 
power, and In times ot heavv run-tjff the flood 
control problem still remains. He emphasizes 
that condition by pointing out that congress 
has now authorized the expenditure of 513,- 
500,000 by the federal government on 
000,000 project for the building of seawalls 
around the city of Chattanooga to protect It 
from the floods "that tno Tennessee Valley 
authority Is supposed to have abolished for- 
ever," 

In spite of this fact, and to make the opera- 
tion of its power plants appear profitable, the 
Tennessee Valley authority sets up a figure 
of 308,000,000 as a charge-off from Its power 
capitalization to benefits for Its flood-control 
contribution. In addition, he points out, it 
claims an expenditure of 50,201,000 for direct 
flood control works, or a total og S77,flD3,O00 
lor this purpose. 

"If the federal government ^ad gone out 
on the market and bought up 550,000,000 
worth of prime 3-per cent bonds of private 
Investment, It would receive an annual yield 
aufficient to carry an Insurance policy against 
all such floods In history," said May. "In other 
words, the Tennessee Valley authority's book 
figure of 577,893.000 for Us flood control bene- 
fits is a write-up ot S3I.000.000 over tho capi- 
talized cost of an insurance policy against 
all future flood damages. And then It dcduri,-; 
almost a million dollars a year from its onr 
atlng costs for the same reason." 

In building all these dams, according 
Chairman May, the TVA dispossessed 51 
persons, flooded more than a million acn 
land, and destroyed production of an antu' 
food crop estimated at 517,000,000. 

"In reviewing all these facts," he warns ii 
people, "the conclusion Is Inescapable 
the contention that the Tennessee Valley 
thorlty is a success as a flood control pre 
la nothing more than a fraud upon the i 
11c." 

Maybe we should thlnlc this all over be 
swallowing oil tho propaganda the gov 
ment Is putting out In support of such an 
thority in the Columbia river valley.
